His story on emigration movement in 
Japan is as follows: 

„Several score of emigration agents are 
at work among the farmers in the interior 
of Japan. They hold out inducements for 
young men between 20 and 25 to come to 
America, producing letters from Japanese 
now in America telling of their prosperity, 
with photographs of American scenes. Soon 
a regular fever to migrate to the Pacific coast 
will take hold of the younger generation. 
Fathers are approached and induced 


across the Pacific. Emigration agents in 
Japan lead the youths to believe that they 
will get easy positions as ‘cooks, etc., in 
this country. After landing they find usually 
that railroad work is ahead of them.“

Senate Passes Joint Resolution Recom- 
| mended by President for Temporary 
Civil Government. 


Washington, D. C., April 19.—In accord: 
ance with the recommendation of the Presi- 
dent in his message sent to Congress yes- 
terday the Senate today passed a joint res- 
olution providing for the administration of 
civil affairs in Porto Rico pending the ap- 
pointment of officers under the Porto Rican 
government law recently enacted. 

The Alaskan civil code bill was again un- 
der consideration, the debate continuing on 
the Hansbrough alien miners amendment. 
Mr. Carter presented his substitute for the 
Hansbrough amendment. Mr. Spooner an- 

‘tagonized both the original and substitute 
amendments, holding that the courts ought 
to settle the conflicting claims. 

The House spent practically the entire day 
debating a proposition in the naval bill de- 
signed to turn over to the navy the survey 
and charting of the waters of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines. The bill carried 
an appropriation. of $100,000 for this purpose, 
Mr. Cannon led the fight against it, arguing 
that suchesurveying of these waters as 
should be made should be performed by the 
coast and geodetic survey. The House sus- 
‘tained his view, adopting an amendment 
offered by him to appropriate only the regu- 
lar $10,000 for ocean surveys. The vote was 
preceded by a lively debate in which Mr. 
Cummings IN. T.] argued that the proposed 
surveys should be made by the navy, not by a. 
semi-poltical bureau like the coast and 
geodetic survey. 

Mr. Cannon concluded the debate in favor 
of the amendment. The officers of the navy 
were educated to fight, he said, not to per- 
form civil duties. 

In the performance of civil duties,“ said 
he with great emphasis, they are the most 
incompetent and the most expensive.” In 
the burst of applause that followed this ut- 
terance some one cried out something about 
Dewey.“ 

O, I am not talking polities,“ responded 
Mr. Cannon. I am talking dollars and 
cents and an efficient survey. I am a great 
admirer of Admiral Dewey and all the other 
officers and men who served in the Spanish 
war. I love them so well that when I see men 
trying to set them to work at something at 
which they cannot sustafn themselves, I call 
{Laughter and applause. } 

The chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole, Mr..

BOARDS OF ASSESSORS AND REVIEW 
WANT A CHANGE. 


Seek Way of Assessing Trackage and 
Rolling Stock—Failing in This, Plan 
Is to Send Such Figures to Spring- 
field as Will Bring About Different 
Action by Equalizers—Meeting This 
Morning with Teachers’ Federation 
—Valuations as Listed Heretofore. 


Belleving that the elevated roads of Chi- 


cago have been enabled to avoid the pay- 
ment of hundreds of thousands of dollars of 


just taxes, the Board of Assessors, acting 


jointly with the Board of Review, has de- 
termined to reopen the question as to its 
right to tax the trackage and rolling stock of 
these corporations. The point was contended 
over last year, legal advisers then holding 
that the local assessing bodies had jurisdic-— 


tion over only personal property and realty | 


off the rights of way of the various lines. 
Power to assess rolling stock and trackage 
was declared vested in the State Board of 
Equalization. As a result the full valuation 
spread on all properties of the six elevated 


railroad companies in Chicago was $5,967,190. 


This was done in the face of the fact that 
the combined common and preferred capital 
stock of five of these companies represents a 
total of $51,823,800, the selling price in the 
stock market ranging from 8 to 99. The re- 
ports of two of these companies—the South 
Side and the Metropolitan—show a combined 

cost of property of $36,988 900, with com- 
bined assets reaching $88,725,875. 


The total valuation of property listed bey 


heads of the half dozen companies with the 
State Auditor for basis of action by the State 
board aggregated $424,820. This was ac- 
cepted, however, as the “ assessed value of 
the properties, thus equaling a full valuation 
of $2,124,100. Into this aggregate item was 
supposed to have been cramped all property | 
of every description. These various sworn 
statements, certifying this total valuation 
ot property, were signed by Leslie Carter, 
Charles T. Yerkes, and other officers of the 
respective roads, 


Wil Try to Raise Schedules. 

Falling to find ground on which they may 
1 tax 
evy es on all properties of the elevated 
roads, the Assessors are determined to deal 
a knockout blow to these schedules. The 
Assessors will make their own list of the 
actual, just value of rolling stock and 
trackage of each line; they will watch the 
stock markets and review the annual reports 
of the various lines; they will compare as- 
sessments spread on off-the-right-of-way 
property over which they hold disputed 
jurisdiction. All these matters will enter 
into the final figures they will adjudge as 
representing actual values of the roads and 
their franchiges. The Board of Review will 
be asked to revise this list. Then the State 
Auditor will be asked to accept it for trans- 
mission to the State board, and the latter 
body will be called on to follow these valua- 
tions in spreading their assessments. . 

We would be only too glad.“ said Asses- 
sor Weber, “if some way might be found 
by which we could have authority to make 
the assessments of trackage and rolling 
stock.“ 

This morning Miss Margaret Haley, Miss 
Catherine Goggin, and others of the Grade

Estimate Gates’ Profits. 

Colonel Gates always has been a great 
speculator, but his manipulation ‘of the 
Steel and Wire stock has taken the street 
off its feet. With his friends he is believed 
to have cleared up in American Steel stock 
close to $1,700,000, The general understand- 
ing ts that he has manipulated 70, 000 shares 
ot this stock, 

Business in steel and iron was reported 
as booming: a few weeks ago. Dividends 
had been paid and preferred stock of the 
company reached 95 and common over 65. 


Today the preferred was quoted at 75, a loss 


of twenty points, and common at 41, a loss 
of twenty-four. And Mr. Gates, according 
to report, has been on the short side of

the Hofburg, or imperial palace in the city, 
as a sort of office for entertainments and for 
state functions. | | ; 

Schoenbrunn is situated in the suburbs of 
Vienna, at about half an hour's drive from 
the Hofburg. In olden times it appears to 
have been a sort of shooting lodge, and was 
destroyed by fire on the occasion of the siege 
of Vienna by the Turks in 1683. It was re- 
built in the year 1700 by orders of Emperor 
Leopold I., according to the designs of the 
celebrated architect Fischer, to whose taste 
the City of Vienna is. indebted for many 
palaces of the great nobles and magnates 
dating from that epoch and which now 
adorn the metropolis. The magnificent gar- 
dens bear trace of the genius of Lenotre, 
who likewtse laid out the gardens of the 
Palace of Versailles. Strangely enough, none 
of the Austrian sovereigns of the eighteenth 
century seems to have cared for the place, and 
with the exception of Empress Marie Ther- 
esa, who occasionally used it as a summer 
residence, and who caused the Gloriette, or 
species of semi-circular glazed gallery sur- 
mounting the highest point of the ground, to 
be constructed, it was completely abandoned 
until the invasion -of Austria by the French 
under Napoleon in 1805. Napoleon was ex- 
ceedingly fond of the place, established his 
headquarters there, and returned for another 
long stay there as a victor four years later, 
bringing the company of the Comédie Fran- 
caise from Paris to give performances in 
the private theater of the palace. 

It was there that the Duke of Reichstadt, 
the son of Napoleon, spent his entire child- 


ments that had been tenanted by his father, 
Napoleon, to whose memory he was devoted. 
In fact, he breathed his last in 1832 in the bed 
which had been used by his father at Schoen- 
brunn, and it may be stated that he was 
nursed in his last illness by Archduchess 
Sophie, mother of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
who the day before the young Duke's death: 
gave premature birth to that equally ill-fated 
Prince who perished in Mexico under the 
name of Emperor Maximilian. 5

| More Politeness Asked For. 
Chicago, April 19.—[Editor of The Tribune. 


I wish to ask the members of the Lincoln Park 
board through the columns of your paper who is 
responsible for the uniform and long continued 
incivility of the Lincoln Park policemen. The 
season for park visiting is again at hand and the 
question becomes again of extreme interest to 
patrons of the park. 


For several reasons I have hoticed this pecullar- 


ity of these men who are supposed to be public 
servants. Park visitors who are guilty of unin- 
tentional and in themselves innocent violations of 
the park regulations are treated with the severity. 
of criminals. Visitors who ask questions of these 
officials are rarely given satisfactory anwers. In 
most cases they are treated as if they were not 
deserving an answer at all.

Complain of New Pavements. 

Property-owners along Halsted street, be- 
tween West Madison and West Twenty- 
first, and in Jefferson street, between West 
Madison and West Fourteenth streets, have 
complained of the brick paving laid on 
these thoroughfares last fall. They contend 
that the work is far below contract require- 
ments. A delegation called on Alderman 
Fowler, who exposed the use of inferior 
materials in the West Lake street paving, 
and asked that he inspect the streets. 

“The streets are in bad condition,” sald 
Alderman Fowler. “The city has in view 
the paving of 100 miles of streets during the 
coming year. If contractors are allowed 
to foist such work on the public, then the 
citizens will lose $2,000,000.” 

A visit to the two streets shows the pav- 
ing already in bad condition. -Through the 
entire length of Halsted street there are 
practically no curb pieces—the exception 
being in front of property held by ex-Alder- 
man Neagle. Along the car tracks the 
bricks frequently have been moved out of 
position. The crosswalks are too narrow, 
and are absent entirely at many crossings.

Senator Cullom has prepared a 
bill which has the approval of the entire 
country, and he is extremely anxious to have 
that measure acted upon, but there are influ- 
ences. which have been at work, and it is pos- 
sible may be successful in staving off action 
for another year at least. Hearings have 
been granted by the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce committee to various interests, and 
Senator.Cullom has now grown tired of them 
and is determined to find out whether or not 
ahything can be accomplished. 
Tomorrow the committee will hold a meet- 
ing, and it is possible ex-Senator Manderson 
of Nebraska will be heard, but if he does not 
appear Senator Cullom will not agree toany 
further Gelay, but will insist upon action one 
Way or the other. The difficulty lies in the 
committee itself, and as yet its members 
have not been able to agree upon a bill which 
‘will command enough votes to get it before 
— She Senate. This committee is made up of 
Seven Republicans; and three Democrats, 
and one Populist; its members being Sena- 
tors Cullom, Chandler, Wolcott, Aldrich, 
Gear, Elkins, ‘Kean, Republicans: Lindsay, 
Chilton, and Tilman, Pemocrats; and Allen, 
5 Populist. 
do far as can de learned Senators Cullom 
and Chandler and the Democratic and Popu- 
list Members are in favor of the Cullom bill, 
and are willing to send it bach to the Senate 
with a favorable recommendation.

Goods mina market. In his report 
Do te the Consul General, in 


Chinese Market. regard to statements 
that he has seen in 
united states newspapers relative to the 
magnitude of Oriental competition in the 
cotton ‘manufacturing trade, says the arti- 
cles refer to a cotton. mill at Hankau, in 
which, it is alleged, only Chinese labor is 
employed at wages averaging $1.75 per 
month. He says the real facts about cotton 
manufactures in China are these: 
“The mill in Hankau has discontinued 
weaving cloth, as it could not meet the com- 
petition of foreign plece goods. The looms 
are being taken out and replaced by spin- 
Ales. In Shanghai there are 750 looms run- 
ning. It is claimed these are now making 
@ ‘coarse sheeting at a profit. The cost of 
this sheeting is fully as much as 
the manufacture of the same grade of cloth 
costs in America. Instead of wages aver- 
aging $1.75 per month, the cheapest coolie 
laborer receives $8 gold per month; carders 
and spinners receive $12 to $15 gold per 
month; engineers and weavers receive $10. 
to. $36 gold per month. Wages have risen 
fast in the treaty ports with the building of 
mills and the establishment of the foreign 
sme a and are maintained at the higher 
eve 
The labor. however, Is less effective than 
the American labor. The American weav- 
ers accomplish two or three times and Amer- 
ican spinners at least four times the results 
attained by corresponding Chinese work- 
men in the same time. Two of the mills in 
| Shanghai are now run entirely by Chinese, 
two have a foreign supervising engineer, 
and five have foreigners for the managers 
and heads of departments and supervisory 
places. The cotton cloths dominating the 
market in northern China and now chal- 
lenging trade in central China are from 
America. We can control this market so 
long as we have an equal entrance into all 


| China, especially as freight lines from our 


country are multiplied, and when the 
Nicaragua Canal is built no other than 
American cotton goods need apply in 
China.“ 477

Washington, D. . 19.— General 
Sanger today made public the results of the 
Cuban census. The figures, in the opinion.of 
the War department officials, fully justify 
the decision of the administration to allow 
municipal suffrage in Cuba at this early 
stage, as the native Cubans constitute a 
large portion of the population, the whites : 
greatly outnumbering the blacks. A large 
proportion of the native population can read 
and write. 

The total population of Cuba is 1,572,797, 
including.815,205 males and 757,592 females. 
There are 447,372 white males and 462.926 


whites number 115,760 males and 26,458 fe- 
males. 

There are 111,898 male negroes and 122,740 
female negroes.

Of the total population, according to citi- 
zenship, 20,478 are Spanish, 1,206,367 are Cu- 
bans, 175,811 are in suspense, 79,526 are of 
other citizenship, and 616 are unknown.

Of: the 
children 10 years of age and over 49,414 have 
attended school.

when the census was taken, less the number 
who have since declared to preserve their 
Spanish citizenship, and plus illiterate Span- 
jards, not declared, who are the owners of 
property. It is not believed that there will 
be any great number of the latter classes, 
as the total number of illiterate Spanish 
males over 21 years is only 17,426. , 


_ Negroes Are in Minority. 

The comparison shows a much greater pre- 
ponderance of Cuban voters than. was ex- 
pected. There are 187,826 white adult males 
who\ were born in Cuba, as against 96,083 
born in Spain, 6,794 born in other countries, 
and 127,300 colored. 

The negroes are in ne minority in Cuba. 
constituting only 32 per cent of the popula- 
tion, being most numerous in Santiago, 
where they constitute 43 per cent. The na- 
tive whites constitute more than one-half 
the population, or 58 pér cent. The propor- 
tion of children under 5 years is unusually 
small, but the proportion under 21 is normal, 
about one-half the population. Nearly nine- 
tenths of the inhabitants were born in Cuba. 
Nine-tenths of the children less than 10 years 
of age do not attend school, and 43 per cent 
above 10 years are literate.
